‘The 
vote stood three and three, and no decision 
was arrived at. ‘The “ absent one’’ held the 
balance of power, but he was sick and ab- 
rsent. Negotiations thereupon progressed, 
and British diplomacy praised, and tickled, 
and deluded, and lectured the Sultan, whilst 
the fate of Europe was kept it’ suspense a 
few months longer. -The British being in 
possession of the Indian trade, and having 


the shutting up the Busphorus---avowed for 
it the most anxious friendship, and the loud- 
est determination td protect it Against all 
powers, and especially that dreadful enemy 
ut the north, — - - 

We have never believed that England had 
any. intention of fighting for the protection 
of Turkey. If she fights Russia, it will be 
to project her own interests first, and, in the 
winding up, to secure full indemnity from the 
Sublime Porte fur ber generous aud disinte- 
One or two historical re 
miniseences may be profitably studied in 


«The Greek population of the Morea and 
ofthe whole Hellenic peninsula, the pro- 
vinces of Turkey, and governed by ‘Turkish 
laws and officials, are affiliated to the Rus- 
sians not }by race, or memories, or traditions 
or diopes, but by religion simply, both being 
Gréek aid Catholic. ‘These it was easy for 
the Russian propaganda, to excite to revolt 
against the Ottoman empire. Great and 
noble souls throughout the world entered 
into that contest, and dreams of a revived 
Parthenon, of another Athens, of another 
Marathon, of Epics scuniing like the 
Champings of a war-horse, of statues mur- 
muring from lips all pale and parted, and of 
all those gentle idyls which fill the bosom of 
the scholar in his old days with the adora- 
tion and the faney of his youth—all these 
inspired the world with sympathy for Greek 
liberty, and hid from it the true design against 
the Ottoman empire of the Russian. ‘propa- 
ganda. Revolt on revolt sprung up in 
Greece. The Turkish forces suppressed 
them, aud the~Russian power came to the 
aid of its religious allies: It was. a heauti- 
ful tableau—as ner akin to the classic idea 
of. the misiden taming the lion or riding the 
sphy ox as could be—this sweet Liberty of 
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} down the paws of that rough old Muscovite 
bear. Upto that time Great Britain, the 
antagonist of Greece, upholding and arging 
én Turkey, finding that she could gain more 
by serving an enemy, wheeled right round, 
joined her army to that of Russia, brought 
inthe French navy of the Bourbon restora- 
tion, sang peans to Grecian liberty, and brow- 
beat her former friend as a most abominable 
Turk. “The indignant Porte, old Sultan 
Matnnioud, resolved to’fight'it out like a true 
Moslem. Accordingly, on the 20th of Oc- 
tober, 1827, the combined fleets of England, 
France, and Russia, ander the command of 
Sir Edward Codrington, attacked the ‘Turko- 
Egyptian fleet in the bay of Navarino, com- 
mauded by Ibrahim Pacha. The. Turkish 
fleet was aunibilated. Since that day there 
has been no ‘Tarkish fleet worthy. to be com- 
pared with that bored through and blown 
up by Codrington’s guns. ‘The false friend 
became the ready arbitrator. .-Greece wa8 
declared independent,.and .one mighty pro- 
vince sliced off the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire hy England. 

The treaty of Adrianople- (1829,) “ de- 
clared the independence of Greece.” ‘That 
was. the Joss of Turkey only. .Then also 


as if. France had been wiped off the .map. shall it agreed by the allied powers that 


} As for this Bonaparte, the Emperor of the 


Greece should be a monarchy of. their ccn- 
struction ; and as Turkish rule was much 
better, that was the loss of the poor Greeks. 
By it also the Russian fleets were withdrawn 
from the Mediterranean into the Black’Sea ; 
and that was the-loss of Russia, with the 
deltas of the Danube for an equivalént.— 
By it also the. Dardanelles were closed 
against. Russian egress; Suez. and Eyypt 
kept open for English trade ; and the Porte, 
humiliated, weakened by the loss of its fleet, 
impoverished by the war, fell again more 
helplessly iuto the power. of her protector- 
friend ; and this was England’s gain. 

We have no time or patience to describe 
the memorable Eyyptian and Syrian war. 
Atits close, England, with Mehbemet Ali in 
her-power, was ina condition to dictate a 
peace to the East and to Europe. It was a 
simple . operation. _Mahemet was made 
Pacha for life, with the pachalik hereditary 
in his family. Syria became a part of Egypt; 
its furtunes are in hands friendly to Englaud ; 
Suez continued open; the Boushaens shat 
up once more; and ihe friend of the Porte, 
having divested it of Syria and Egypt, and 
its fleet, amicably retired once more. 

Without caring to guess whether war has 
actually commenced or will commence be- 
tween Russia and-'! urkey, the reader will 
have uno difficulty in seeing what we look to 
as the result. ~The Ottoman empire is to be 
further dismembered, perhaps annihilated, 
but England will keep an eye on her own 
interest, If she fights, she will tight for 
that interest, and then make Turkey pay 
the costs. She has interest enough to fight 
for; and if nothing else will do, she will 
fight, but net until diplomacy has entirely 
failed.- The French Emperor is here pre- 
sented with.an opportunity to play Napo- 
leon; but we apprehend he prefers his pres-

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DURATION OF HUMAN LIFE. 

[t is commonly believed that, during the 
early periods of the world, the lives of its in- 
habitants were more youthfu: and perfect ; 
that these primitive men had a gigantic size, 
incredible strength, and a most astonishing 
A variety of such notions 
were long prevalent among mankind ; and 
to those we are indebted for the origin of 
many romantic tales. Some have not hesi- 
tuted seriously to ascribe to our forefather, 
Adam, the height of nine hundred yards, 
and the age of aimost a thousands years, 
But the accurate and rational investigation 
of modern philosophy has converted the sup- 
posed bones of giants, found in different. 
parts of the earth, into those of the elephant 
rhinoceros; and acute theologists have shown 
the chronology of the early ages was not the 
same as that used at present. 

Some,. particularly Hensler, have proved, 
with the highest probability, that the year 
till the time of Abraham consisted only of 
three months ; that it was afterwards extend- 
ed to eight; and that it was not till the time 
of Joseph that it was‘made to consist of 
twelve. ‘hese assertions are, in a certain 
degree, confirmed ty seme of the eastern na- 
tions, who still reckon only three months to 
the year; and besides, it would be altogeth- 
er inexplicable why the life of a man sbould 
have been shortened ‘one-half immediate'y 
alter the flood. It would be equally inexpli- 
cable why the patriarchs did not marry till 
their sixtieth, seventieth, and even hundredth 
year ; but this difficulty. vanishes when we 
reckon these ages according to the before- 
mentioned standard, which will give the 
twentieth or thirtieth year; and consequent- 
ly, the same period at which the people mar- 
ry at present. — 

‘The whole, therefore, according to this 
explanation, assumes a different appearance. 
The sixteen hundred years before the flood 
will become four bundred and fourteen ; and 
the nine hundred years (the highest recorded) 
which Methuselah lived, will be réduced to 
two bundred—an age which is not inipossi- 
ble, and to which.some men in modern times 
have nearly approached. . 
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In profane history, we have an account of 


many heroes and Arcadian kings of those 
periods who -attained to the age of several 
handred years ; but these pretended instan- 
ces of longevity can be explained in the same 
manner, 

With the period of Abraham, a period 
when history seems first to be established ov 
more certain grounds, we find mention of a 
duration of life, which can be stil] attained, 
and which no longer appears extraordinary, 
especially when we consider the temperate 
marnerin which the patriarchs lived; and 
that, as they were nomades, or a wandering 
people, they were much exposed to the free 
open air.

THE FEAR OF DEATH. 

No kind of fear is attended with more 
unhappiness than the fear of death. He 
who is subject to it dreads something which 
is totally unavoidable, and against which 
we can never be a moment secure. He en- 
joys pleasure with trembling and anxiety ; 
he denies himself everything, because every- 
thing may be the vehicle of death, and by 
this everlasting apprehension of losing life, 
he loses it in reality. No one who feared 
death ever attained to a great age. . 

Love life, and fear not death! is a com- 
mand and a prophesy—the only true frame 
of mind to become happy and old; _ for 
whoever fears death may bid farewell to 
happiness. ‘To him no enjoyment is pure ; 
every pleasure is poisoned with the idea of 
death ; he is always like a malefactor pur- 
sued--the enemy is euntinually at his heels ; 
and yet there are an immense number of peo- 
ple. who are not able to banish from them 
this disease of the mind. For the benefit 
of these I shall here lay down some rules, 
which, though they may not display much 
metaphysical acuteness, [ can recommend 
as good preservatives against the fear cf 
death,and which I know by experience, to 
es been effectual : 

t. Let a man make himself very fami- 
ate ‘with the idea of death. He alone, in 
iny opinion, is happy, who has so often and 
in so undaunted a manner looked this un- 
avoidable enemy in the face, that by long 
custom it has at length become to hima 
matter of indifference. How much do those 
deceive themselves who imagine they have 
found, in banishing the thoughts of death, 
the best remedy for the fear of it. Before 
they are aware, amidst the ‘ most lively en- 
joyments willthe idearush opun them, and 
derange them the more, the less they are ac. 
guainted with it.. In a word, I can call 
those alone fortunate who have carried this 
custom so far, that in tho moment of joy 
they can think of death without being de- 
pressed ; and my readers may belieye me, 
for I assert it on my own experience, that, 
by often dwelliug upon this idea, and mode- 
we shall at length 
acquire a wonderful indifference respecting 
it. 

Let us only turn our attention to soldiers, 
sailors, and miners. Where shall we find 
men more contented and ‘happy, more sus- 
ceptible of every joy? And for what rea- 
son ? - Because, by their continual approach 
to death, they have learned .to despise it.— 
He who no longer fears death is alone free ; 
there is nothing else that can fetter his 
senses, disturb him, or render him unhappy.

| His soulis filled with elated and undaunted 


courage, which strengthens the vital power, 
and which is, therefore, a positive means of 
removing this fear. 


This custom is attended also with some 
concomitant circumstances which are un- 
doubtedly of no little tmportance. It is an 
excellent help to enable one to continue 
honest and virtuous. On every occasion of 
doubt, when the question arises whether an 
action be right or wrong, let a man think 
only ou the last hour of his life, and ask 
himself, wouldst thou then do so; wilt thon 
then wish to have acted so? Innocence is 
certainly that happy state, that enjoyment 
of life, which can enable a man to think on 
death without terror. [f aman harbor en- 
mity or revenge against another, if he en- 
tertain a wish of avenging an injury done to 
him, let him only reflect. on that hour, and 
on the state in which his thoughts will then 
be, and I engage that his ideas of enmity 
an] revenge will immediately forsake him. 
The reason is, that, by thus changing the 
theatre of action, all those little selfish ob- 
jects by which we are usually guided are re- 
moved; everything at once appears in its 
proper point of view, under its just propor- 
tion; the deception vanishes, and nothing re- 
mains but what is real. 

2d. Many fear death much less than the 
operation of dying. -People here form the 
most singular conception of the last struggle, 
the separation of the soul from the body, and 
the like. But this is all void of foundation. 
No man certainly ever feit what death is; 
and as insensibly as we enter into life, equal- 
ly insensibly do we leave it. The begin- 
ning and the end are here united. My 
proofs are as follows: First, man can have 
no sensation of dying; for to die, means 
nothing more than to lose the vital power ; 
and it is the vital power by which the soul 
communicates «sensation tu. the body. In 
proportion-as the vital power decreases, we 
lose the power of sensation and of conscious- 


ness; and we cannot lose life, without at the 
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same time, or rather befure, losing our vital 
sensation, which requires the assistance of 
the tenderest organs. 

We are taught also by experience, that 
all those who ever passed through the first 
stage of:death, and were again brought to 
life, unanimously asserted that they felt noth- 
ing of dying, but sunk at once into a state of 
insensibility. Let us not be led into a mis- 
take by the convulsive throbs, the rattling 
throat, and the apparent pangs of death, 
which are observed in many persons when 
in a dying state. ‘These symptoms are pain- 
ful only to the spectators, and not to the dy- 
ing, who are not sensible of them. The case 
here is the same as if one, from the dreadful 
contortions of a person in an epileptic fit, 
should form a conclusion respecting his in- 
ternal feelings. From what affects us so 


much, he suffers nothing.

DISCOVERY OF NEW PLANETS. 

At a recent meetiug of the British Asso- 
ciation, held at Hull, England, President 
Hopkins, in the course of his address, re- 
marked : 

“ Stellar astronomy continues to manifest 
a vigor and activity worthy of the lofty in- 
terest which attaches to it. Bessel had made 
a survey of all stars to those of the ninth 
ma rnitude inclusive, in a zone lying between 
45 deg. of north and 10 deg. of south deeli- 
nation. Argelander has extended this zone 
from 80 deg. of north to 31 deg. of south 
declination. It comprises more than one 
hundred thousand stars. Notices have been 
brought before us, from time to time, of the 
nebula observed through Lord Ross’s teles- 
cope. This noble instrument, so unrivaled 
for observations of this kind, continues to be 
applied to the same purpose, and to add 
yearly to our knowledge of the remotest 
regions of space into which the eye 
of man has been able to penetrate. Almost 
every new observation appears to confirm 
the fact of that curiows tendency to a spiral 
arrangement in these nebulous- masses, of 
which mention has so fre quently been made, 


‘* Between the 23d of June, 1852, and the 
6th of May, 1853, nine new planets were 
discovered, of which seven were found since 
the last meeting of the-association. Of these 
nine planets our countryman, Mr. Hind, has 
discovered four. ‘Che number now known, 
exclusive of the large planets, but including 
the fuur old asteroids, amountsto twenty-six ; 
nor have we any reason to suppose that we 
have yet approximated the whole number 
of these minor planetary bodies. 

“The recent discovery, however, of so 
many planets, shows how imperfectly we 
may, yet be acquainted with the planetary 
part of the system ; and the continual dis- 
covery of the new comets seems to. indicate 
that in this department still more remains 
to be done. These curious bodies, too, may 
possibly have to reveal to us facts which are 
more interesting than any which the planets 
may still have in reserve for us, The expe- 
rience of these latter bodies, if | may so speak, 
is more ijimited, and their testimony conse-~ 
quently more restricted. But they have al- 
ready told usanoble tale. In moving, as 
they do, in exact obedience to the law of 
gravitation, and thus establishing that law, 
they have affirmed the highest generalization 
in physical science which has been accorded 
to the human mind to conceive. | 

“The sun cannot continue for an indefi- 
nite time toemit the quantity of heat as at 
present, unless his thermal energy be reno- 
vated from some extraneous sources. The 
same conclusiun may be applied to all other 
bodies in the universe, which, like our sun, 
may be centres of intense heat ; and hence, 
recognising no adequate internal supplies of 
heat, to renovate those existing centres of 
heat, Professor Thompson concludes that 
the dispersion of heat, and consequently of 
physical energy. from the sun and stars into 
surrounding space, without any recognisable 
means of reconcentration, is the existing 
order of nature. In such ease the heat of 
the sun must ultimately be diminished, and 
the physical condition of the earth therefore 
altered, in a degree altogether inconsistent 
with the theory of non-progression. I would 
at present merely state that my own con 
victions entirely coincide with those of Prof. 
Thompson. If we are to found our theories 


‘upon our knowledge, and not upon our ig- 


norance of physical causes and phenomena, 
I can only recognise in the exizting state of 
things a passing phase in the material ‘uni 
verse. 
monstrable in some respects, to endure un- 
der the action of known causes for an jn- 
conceivable period of time; but it has not, 
I think, received the impress of eternal du- 
ration, in characters which man is able to 
decipher. ‘The external temperature and 
physical conditions of our own globe may 
not, and probably cannot, have changed in 

any. considerable. degree since the first intro» 
duction of organic beings on its surface, but 
[ can still only recognise in its physical state 
during the intervening period a, state of ac- 
tual, though exceedingly slow - progression, 

from an antecedent to some ultimate state, 

on the nature of which oar limited powers 
Mill not enable us to offer evena conjecture 
founded on physical research.”

‘We made particular inquiries on 
Monday last—sale day—of many of our 
most intelligent and extensive planters, as to 
the probable amount of injury done the cot- 
ton crop, by the early and severe frosts of 
this season, and were surprised to find it gen- 
erally estimated at fully one-third! This is 
a serious loss to our planters. The crop, if 
the season had been favorable until the last 
boll on the stalks had opened, would not 
have been an average one, in consequence of 
the drought during the first growing of the 
plant ; but now one-half the bolls in almost 
every field hang unopened and dead. We 
find, also, that our neighboring districts are 
in the same plight---the drought and frost 
having visited them simultaneously with us. 
Throughout the whole ofthe cotton planting 
States the past season has been unfavorable 
for an average crop, and it is but reasonable 
to suppose that, if our planters manage their 
cards judiciously, an advance of prices can 
be obtained almost commensurate with the 
shortness of the crop. [Zaurensville Herald.

The Faiferes of Professional Men. 

In observing the history of prof2ssional men, 
two prominent and seemingly inconsistent 
facts force themselves upon our attention.— 
One is, that the rewards which await success in 
these pursuits. are more desirable than any 
others ; the other is that there are more fail- 
ures in these departments, in proportion to the 
whole number engaged in them, than im all 
other employments combined. Far up on the 
eminences of professional life are seen a few 
holding in their hands the most enviable re- 
wards: while the pathways that lead to these 
eminences are everywhere strewn with the many 
who have looked back and fallen on the way. 
How is this paradox in practical life to be soelv- 
ed? We eannot answer by attributing the 
numerous failures in the different professions 
to a want of talent or ability ; for of those who 
succeed, many are far from being the most 
gifted and promising by nature. Nor is it suf- 
ficient to say that these failures result from a 
want of perseverance or industry. Such an- 
swer does not go to the bottom of the subject. 
The question still arises, whence this want of 
diligence? 

The true solution of the problemy, we think, 
is to be found in the task itself, rather in those 
who undertake to.perform it—in difficulties and 
discouragements inherent, and im a’great de- 
gree peculiar to the attainment of intellectual 
eminence. bigs agi fae abs 

Of these, we may mention first the forbid- 
ding truth, that he who determines to distin- 
guish himself ic any profession, must be recon~ 
ciled to perforin’ a Yast amount of Iabor, from 
which, so far ashe can‘see, he will derive no 
practicni benefit. He thust go through long 
days and weeks of intellectual toil, without be- 
ing able to point to any particular acquisition 
of which he can say with demonstrable certain- 
ty, This will be important in advancing the'end 
Thave in view. And this depressing enctm- 
brance is in an eminent degree peculiar to the 
pursuits of professional men. The mechanic 
Is able to demonstrate, with mathenmtical pre- 
cision, that every stroke of. his hammer ad- 
vances him so mu¢h towatds the completion of 
his job; -the merchant: ean: ealcalate 6 the 
minuteness of a farthing, the amount per cent. 
made on the sale of each: article that leaves 

his strelves;and the husbandman-ean see. that 
every furrow he draws leaves one less of the 
number necessary to complete his crop. But 
the Eawyes, the Physician, or the Minister, has 
to wade threwgh thousands of pages of undi- 
gested; obselute and seemingly useless matter, 
with the mere possibility of gleaning therefrom 
something that will be important in promoting 
his object... Under such trials the heart sickens

Wasnineton, Nov. 16-—-The intelligence by 
the Baltic, in regard to the Eastern question, 
wears a pacific aspect. At the State Depart- 
ment, I find that their intelligence does not jus- 
tify the supposition that a general war, or any 
serious conflict will grow out of the present dis~ 
This is very fortunate for the world, for 
if a war were to commence, no one could tell 
where it would stop, or how soon we would our- 
selves be involved init. Itis by no means cer- 
tain that we could keep out of it. Under very 
favorable circumstances, it might happ-n that 
we should be benefited by becoming the carriers 
and feeders of the belligerents. But, asa gene- 
ral rule and in the long run, whatever may be 
prejudicial to one or more of the community of 
nations is injurious to all. 

The Union and the Intelligencer both treat 
the question of the annexation of the Sandwich 
Islands, and come to different conclusions. The 
Union considers that the policy of expansions is 
settled and adopted by the people and the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and that this is 
a case for the beneficial application of that doc- 
trine. 

The Union does not believe that other pow- 
ers will object to this measure, or have any right 
to do it... Itis quite certain that the yiews of the 
Union on the subject, are tho’e of the admin- 
istration, and that there is a very general dispo- 
sition on the- part of the commereial classes in 
this country, to acquire control over the Sand- 
wich Islands, in case the existmg race of island- 
ers should dwindle away, and the islands them- 
selves be in dangerof passing under the domin- 
ion of some foreign naval and commerciai power, 
to the great prejudice of our own interests. ‘The 
United States are to command the trade. of the 
Pacific, and these islands are necessary to it as 
a depot and shelter for our navy and cemmer- 
cial service.

GreaT Storm, Rat Roap Acerpent, &e.—A 
creat storm. attended with lossof life, was ex- 
perienced throughout the State of Connecticut 
on Monday last, east of New Haven. The 
tnil Road track was washed away, detaining 
the train from Boston with the mails and pas- 
sengers by the steamer America. At Birming- 
bam four lives were lost by the flood. 

The Express train from Buffilo for Cleveland, 
a few nights since, with four hundred passen- 
gers, while going atthe rate of forty miles an 
hour, came in collision with a tree which had 
been blown across the track. The crash was 
awful. The tree, two feet in diameter, was 
broxen in three places, and shivered as if struck 
by thunderbolt. ‘The locomotive was smashed 
to pieces and destroyed. It turned over and 
overthree times. The boler was broken, let- 
ting the steam and scalding water out to add 
to thealarm and danger. The tender and two 
baggage cars were hurled upon the fragments of 
the locomotive, and smashed into one common 
wreck. The first three passenger cars, filled 
with people, were dashed upon the ruins of the 
baggage cars and engine. They were badly 
broken, and turned bottom side up. The 
screams, yells, and shouts, that filled the night 
air, alter the aceident, it is stated, were horrible. 
The men behaved with less coolness and pres- 
ence of mind, in many cases, than the women. 
But what is truly wonderful, after the excite- 
ment was over, it was ascertained that nota 
single passenger was killed or had a |imb brok- 
en. All, however, were more or less bruised 
and some badly scratched.

“The Port Gibson Herald records the fol- 
lowing yellow fever items as having occur- 
daring the’prevelance of the epidemic in 
that region : 

A planter in Warren county being sadly 
in want of several artieles of merchandise, 
and not being positive as to the extent of the 
prevalence of the epidemic, called up his 
teamster and charged him this wise : 

‘Jim, d'ys hear, to morrow doyou take the 
team and go to town and get some sugar, 
coffee and other things at Mr. ’s store ; 
Pil give you an order. But mind you, Jim, 
do you drive the team down to the end of 
the lane, about a mile from W n, and 
then do you go in town, and if there’s any 
yellow fever there don’t you drive in the 
team. D’ye hear?’ 

‘Mo less langhable wera the ‘proceedings’ 
of a livery stable keeper, in a town not less 
than fifty or sixty miles distant, who, as soon 
as the epidemic broke out, sent all his hors- 
es out-of town, and made his negroes re- 
main to watch his corn crib. 

The most amusing of all, and we are au- 
thorised to relate it—is this: 

* A gentleman from the country, who had 
been to Port Gibson, some time during the 
first week of the epidemic, and was riding 
home at a pretty smart gait, was brought 
up by a man running out of his house and 
inquiring : a 
Say! Have they got the rale yellow fe- 
verintownP? = . " 

‘Oh, yes, -There’s no doubt of that, I rec- 
kon,’ was the answer. 

‘And is it a fact they’ve got the quaran- 
tine “long with it? 
enough to have one disease, wtthout havin’ 
another to help it along ? 

This filled the gentleman upon the road 
‘too full for utterance,” and putting the 
switch to his horse, he was off, to make the 
woods resound with his pent-up laughter. 
Reaching his destination, he must tell it to a 
friend, a plain, honest-hearted man, who, 
however, had neglected the “rudiments.” 
The incident was too good to keep, and so 
he related it. 

‘Haw, haw, haw!’ roated honest Jobn. 
‘Why, dod durn the all-fired fool soul to” 

thunder, didn’t he know that the quarantine 
was nothing but the black vomit?
